WHITES IN SLAVERY. 


Father and Ten Children Bound 
in Peonage for $46: Debt. 


STARTED WITH A CONTRACT. 


Victims Tell Federal Comudietlonar 
They Were Almost Starved. 


Troy, Ala., Aug: 30.—[Special.]—The evi- 
dence in the case of the United States against 
Marion Prestwood, a wealthy planter and 
turpentine operator, which was heard here 
yesterday before Federal Commissioner Tut- 


‘wiler, shows that poor whites as well as 


negroes are being held in slavery in Ala- 
bama. 
Prestwood was charged with holding Rob- 


ert English, a white man, and his family 


of ten children in peonage. The evidence 
showed that Prestwood made a contract with 
English in 1902 by which the former was to 
furnish the English family with rations in 
consideration of the latter working sixty 
acres on shares. When the crop was made, 
Prestwood ceased to furnish rations and 
seized the crop. 
Arrested on False Charge. 
- When the English family tried to secure 
work to save themselves from _ starving, 
Prestwood had the old man and six boys 
arrested, accusing them of burning turpen- 
tine boxes valued at $46. This charge, Prest- 
wood admitted to Commissioner Tutwiler, 


was groundiess. After the arrest Prestwood 


told the men that as he controlled the mag- 
istrate he could send them to the peniten- 
tlary, but he said that if the family wouid 
sign a contract to work for him until 1006, 
to repay the $46, he would furnish them what 
they had toeat.... 

The father and his sons being frightened 
signed the contract, and have since been at 
work for Prestwood. 

The father and. his six sons who were 
brought before the commissioner are pitifully 
ignorant, and seemed to know no law above 
the planter, who to them was all powerful. 

It required the greatest care and skil] on. 
the part of the officials to avoid frightening 
the witnesses into panics of absolute silence. 

The seven peons were dressed in two gar- 
ments each and had absolutely nothing ex- 
cept the clothes on their backs, worth in all 
possibly $1. 

New courage was infused into them by a 
round of square meals at a local hotel. 


Family Almost Strrved. 

The Englishs swore that they never had 
enough to eat; and their looks sustained the 
statement. They were sallow faced, hollow 
eyed, and their lips as white as their shirts. 
Prestwood was placed under heavy bond. 
He is worth $100,000.

Chaos Rules in Monastir. 

[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

LONDON, Aug. 31, 3 a. m.—Chaos rules in 
the entire area of 
the insurrection is spreading steadily. The 
uprising is being assisted partly by the 
scarcity of food, which is driving the neutrals 
into the ranks of the insurgents. Anarchy 
is now supreme. The Turkish troops have 
got beyond discipline and are wreaking 
vengeance alike on Greeks and Wallachians, 
and burning all villages, yet the insurgents 
continue to multiply. They claim they have 
killed the entire local garrison, at Setina, 
numbering 180 men. 
A vast Turkish army row is in the dis- 
turbed district. It has eaten or destroyed 
most all of the crops and more than 800,000 
people will have to be fed somehow. 


Consuls Demand Warships. 


The Times correspondent at Salonica says 
ilt concealed terror prevails in that city 
and fears that some incident may precipitate 
an indiscriminate massacre. Commerce, he 
says, is paralyzed and a famine is appre- 
hend 

The ambassadors and consuls recently ap- 
pealed to their governments to send war- 
ships, but the desire to avoid the appearance 
of encouraging the insurgents seems to be 
held of greater importance than precaution- 
ary measures for the protection of Euro- 
peans. Hence warships have not been sent. 
Among the Turks themselves, continues 
the correspondent, a large and growing num- 
ber professes to be ready to support Euro- 
pean intervention to remedy the desperate 
condition of affairs, and even talks of mur- 
dering the foreign consuls as a means to 
compel foreign intervention. 

There is no lack of sensational news from 
the interior, but-all the reports are conflict- 
ing and confusing. There is much interest 
and anxiety regarding the fate of Klisura, 
which has long been besieged by the insur- 
gents. According to the latest report, a 
large body of Turks sent to raise the siege 
has gained an important victory. 

A report is current that Sept. 1, the an- 
niversary of the sultan’s accession, has been 
selected to begin the outbreak in the vilayet 
of Salonica. 


One Way to Settle It. 


The Constantinople correspondent of the 
Standard says diplomats there believe a so- 
lution of the trouble will be found in the 
nominal suzerainty of the sultan over an 
aimost autonomous Christian province. 

He points out that Turkey now has 196,000 
troops in Macedonia and nearly 50,000 more 
on the borders, and is still calling out re- 
serves, all of whom must be fed, if not paid. 
One regiment recently embarked with less 
than a dozen loaves of bread or a Turkish 
pound of cash. He declares at least $10,000,-

The police stopped the car- 
riage in which Eliza was being taken away 
and rescued her. It is rumored that the 
police found proofs of other crimes in the 
villa of the countess.

NEAR REVOLT IN PANAMA 


REJECTION OF CANAL TREATY 
MAY CAUSE UPRISING. 


Nearly All People, It Is Said, Are in 
Favor of Independent Government, 
Which Would Insure Waterway — 
Only Active Measures, It Is Believed, 
Can Check This—Army Commander 
‘with Populace and Naval Officers 
Are Mostly Americans. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

PANAMA, Aug. 28.—[Delayed.]—The spirit 
of revolution is gaining in force on the isth- 
mus, as a result of the rejection of the canal 
treaty by the Colombian congress at Bogota. 
It is declared that the people are almost a 
unit for a declaration of independence which 
would separate the isthmus from the main- 
land, make easy a treaty with the United 
States, and insure the building of the canal. 
They see in such a course the establishment 
ef commercial and agricultural prosperity in 
this province. 

Only vigorous action on the part of the 
government can prevent an outbreak, and 
it is doubtful whether such action is pos- 
sible. 

Gen. Vasquez Cobos, the secretary of war 
who resigned his position under the criticism 
that followed a recent orgie, and who was 
stationed at this point mainly because of 
the fact that this is the Colombian naval 
rendezvous, {s-practically sulking in his tent. 
Although report has it that the government 
has refused to accept his resignation, it is 
doubtful if he can be induced t6 do aught 
to stem the tide of revolutionary feeling that 
pervades all classes. 

Gen. Huertes, the commandant at Fort 
Chuiriqui,-and virtually commander of all 
the government forces in and around Pan- 
ama, is at this time the only officer to whom 
the government may look with any hope of 
checking any revolution. Even Huertes has 
no heart in the government's position, being 
a warm supporter of the canal project. It is 
regarded as extremely unlikely that he would 
turn the guns of Chuiriqui on the people of 
the city. 

As for the naval fleet, it is practically con- 
trolled by Americans, or pro-American Eng- 
lishmen. They form the gunning, navigating, 
and engineering forces, and it has long been 
known that they would be only too glad of the 
opportunity to slip the yoke of the Colombian 
government and espouse any cause that 
would afford the isthmus a free and inde- 
pend government.

SECRETARY ROOT IN LONDON 
READY FOR ARBITRATION. 


Entire Commission Representing the 
United States Now Assembled at the 
British Capital and Will Open Up 
Headquarters Today—John W. Fos- 
ter Tells of the Rival Claims of 

America and Canada—Showing How 
Dominion May Lose Access to Coast.

LONDON, Aug. 30.—Secretary of War 

‘Root, the third member of. the Alaskan 
boundary commission for the United States, 
and John W. Foster, agent for the 
I’nited States in the case, arrived here to- 
day. Senators Lodge and Turner, the other 
two members of the commission, are expect- 
ed from the continent tomorrow. Secretary 
Root, accompanied by Mrs. Root and Miss 
Root and his secretary, L..P. Marion, is 
stopping at the Hyde Park hotel. Mr. 
Foster is at the Carlton, where offices will 
be established tomortow. His staff, at the 
same hotel, consistts of Judge Jacob M. Dick- 
inson and David T. Watson, a leading lawyer 
of Pitsburg, who are counsel for the United 
States before the tribunal; Mr. Hannis 
Taylor, former United States minister to 
Spain; C. P. Anderson of New ‘York, junior 
counsel; Robert Lansing of Watertown, N. 
Y., Mr. Foster's associate in preparing the 
case. With the party are several typewrit- 
ers and stenographers brought over from 
Washington for routine work. 


Hope for Speedy Settlement. 

Secretary Root soon after his arrival said 
he had a pleasant voyage, but begged to be 
excused from discussing the work of the 
commission. He, however, expressed the 
opinion that the work before the tribunal 
would be finished by the middle of the 
autumn. 

Mr. Foster said the case for the United 
States filled two large volumes with maps 
and prints. 

“The work before the commission,” said 
Mr. Foster, ‘“‘is to decide where runs the 
boundary line between Alaska and Canada, 
the main question being whether it runs 
across iniets or arms of the sea, for you 
must remembe? the ‘Alaskan.coast is similar 
to the coast of Norway, or whether it runs 
around them. 

‘What Canada Claims. 

“The Canadian contention is that it cuts 
across, leaying the United States with a lot 
of isolated rocky promontories. Our conten- 
tion is that the line runs around all heads of 
inlets and therefore gives Canada no access 
to the ocean. 

‘“As to the duration of the session of the 
commission, well this isa lawsuit. You know 
what a lawsuit is. Still, Lanticipate this one 
will not take a great while.”’ Neither Secre- 
tary Root nor Mr. Foster was able to say 
whether the proceedings of the commission 
would be public or not, though the latter 
thought the precedent established by the 
Bering sea commission, that of open sessiona, 
would be followed.

"My wife was reading to me,” said Mr. 
McKeon, “and I suppose we both fell 
asleep. I don’t know how the gas became 
extinguished. I did not remember anything 
until I recovered here at the hogpital.’’

Chicago is a ‘city of men and boys. Investi- 
gations completed yesterday by the health 
department show that it has a jarger propor- 
tion of male inhabitants than other large 
city in the United States. FZ 

More than this, more boys are born here each 

year than are born in any other city, in pro- 
portion to population. For twenty years Chi- 
cago has averaged 5.3 per cent more males 
than females, while New York has 2.8 per 
‘cent more females than males. Philadelphia 
and Boston are in a class by themselves, and 
reports would indicate that in future years 
the Chicago man may be compelled to go to 
the easterr: cities for a wife. ! 

While the number of. young women in Chi- 
cago is not in keeping with the demand, 
Philadelphia, Boston, and “Wew York have 
many doomed to spinsterhood. 

To add to their other troubles due to a 
shortage of men the three eastern cities 
have a death rate for males much larger 
than that reported in Chicago. The rate in 
this city for the last three census years is 
20.5 thousand. In New York it is 27.1 
and in Boston it is 23.5. Philadelphia is more 
fortunate, its death rate for males being 22.9. 

Chicago need not fear, however, that the 
men will supplant the women. The strenu- 
ous life in the western city is far more fatal

Contracts were made recently 
‘by the British iralty with the Interne- 
tional Mercan Marine company, which.

Cunard Steamship company. 

Copies of these contracts have been re-' 
ceived at the department of commerce. Ac- 
cording to one of these contracts the Cunard: 
company has agreed to construct two ships. 
having a speed of twenty-four to twenty-five 
knots an hour. These vessels will be used 


be constructed according to plans satisfac- 
tory to the British admiralty, which will de- 
sign them so the ships can be converted into 
modern fighting chines within a few days. 
They must be viteaeed and manned by sub- 
jects and carry a certain number of naval 
reserves. 7 

The government is given the right to take 
possession of the vessels after giving the 
owners seven days’ notice, and the company 
is forbidden to lease its ships unless the con-. 
gent of the admiralty is secured. | 

The company also agrees to fly the British 
flag, and-it cannot under the terms of the 
agreement sell any ship capable of maintain- 
ing a of seventeen knots. 

The term of the contract Is twenty years 
and it can be extended five years. The sub- 
sidy paid to the company for these vessels is 
$750,000 a year. The government agrees to 
advance. funds for constructing them, the 
amount not to exceed $13,000,000, and will 
secure itself by a deed of trust on the steam- 
ships. The company will pay 2% per cent in- 
terest on the loan, but the interest will not ac- 
crue until the vessels are in commission. This 
loah must be paid in twenty years, or at the 
rate of $650,000 per year. ae 

The government will pay the company 
$750,000 a year for twenty years, or a total of 
$15,000,000. This in effect means the gov-+ 
ernment will make the Cunard line a gift of 
two first class steamships and $2,000,000 in 
addition within twenty Years.

Trouble Due to - Politics. 

The explanation given is that while politics 
has never interfered with the South park 
-Management and has been taken from the 
Lincoln park board, it still has full swing in 
park affairs on the west side, and men are 
put on the pay rolls for work at primaries, 
and, not for work on the people's pleasure 
grounds. 

The shining example is William Cooke, 
superintendent of the west side system. 
Cooke never claimed any experience fitting 
him for the work, His knowledge of things 
horticultural is nothing. His acquaintance 
with the commonest principles underlying 
the improvement of park property likewise is 


Aldermen who claim that street cleaning 
in @hicago, like kissing, goes by favor, are 
fortifying themselves with figures from the 
jast report of City Statistician Hugo Grosser, 
and promise to make trouble as soon as the 
council meets. 

Every year brings the alderman’s com- 
plaint that every ward except his own gets 
more than it is entitled to, and the plea that 
his own has not half as much as it deserves. 
The matter is fought out when the appro- 
priation bill is passed and*is brought to notice 
whenever any transfers of money are sug- 
gested in the council. Always the cry is, 
“The members of the appropriation com- 
mittee look out for their own wards and the 
rest of us must be satisfied with what we 
can get.” 

The trouble has been particularly acute 
this year, as the amount of street cleaning 
possible under the appropriations has been 
considerably less than that of last year. 
During the first six months of last year 
53.945,728 lineal feet of streets and alleys 
were cleaned, while for the same time this 
year but 36,141,746 were cared for. Half of 
this was in the First ward, while last year 
only a little more than one-third was in that 

section.

A DESTRUCTIVE AGE. 

‘The White Star liner Britannic, which 
thirty years ago was considered a wonder 
fér size and speed, is sailing its last voyage. 
When it reaches its destination it will be 
broken up. This is an illustration of what 
the men of an earlier generation would have 
called wanton waste, That generation had 


which could be persuaded to run. It broke 
up no ship which would float, and tore down 
ne building which was habitable. It was 
mst reluctant to make improvements which 
involved throwing anything away. 

‘The progréssive men of this day have got 
bravely rid of the false economic ideas of 
their fathers and make money by practices 
Which would “have horrified. the latter. 
Year after year Chicagoans see the tearing 
down of buildings which are comparatively 
new and in fair condition, and which were 
considered when erected good for half a 
century at least. So they would have been 
had they been put up in a city which is not 
growing so rapidly in almost every way as 
Chicago is, ‘That growth makes land iu the 
business district so valuable that in order 
to utilize it to the best advautage a large 
building must be pulled down to make room 
for a larger one. 

Manufacturers buy costly machinery one 
year and get rid of it in a twelvemonth, 
though it is about as good as it ever was, 
merely because something better has been 
devised which will enable them to save an 
infinitesimal fraction of a ceut on the cost 
of production of each unit of output. Rail- 
roads put on one side rolling stock which is 
still serviceable but which is not up to the 
times. The old wooden line of battleship 
“braved the battle and the breeze” for 
more than half a century. The far more 
Sbsolete or unfit 


is not to be wondered at that the ocean 
flyer of 1874 should be broken up. At the 
time when it was built, however, uo vessel 
in such good condition as it is would have 
been dealt with in that fashion. 

This is an age in which buildings, ships, 
and machinery cannot look for a long tenure 
of life. The age is a destructive one, but 
it destroys intelligently and makes money 
by it. 


BOYS AND STEBEET LIFE. 

‘No practical; prosperous business man 
will allow his 10 year old son to peddle 
papers in the downtown district. He knows 
what boys learn in that district. 

‘Neyertheless be can sit in his office and 
look out of his. window and see other men’s 
sons peddling papers and say to the “ pesti- 
lent reformer”: “ O, this street life is good 
for a boy. It brings him up against, the 
world. It sharpens his wits. It makes a 
man of him. He learns how toalo things. 
He becomes capable and effective.” 

But ‘what did Hrnest Poole and Helen 
Marot fd when they made their study of 
newsboy life in New York? What did the 
~LIjverpool authorities find when they made 
‘thelr inquiries into “ street. trading” in 
Liverpool? What did the London school 
beard find when it investigated the street 
boys‘of London? What did the parliamen- 
tary committee find when it got its material 
for its 500 page bine book on the juvenile 
street traders of all England? 

This: The newsboy, the average news- 
boy (geniuses don’t count), learns nothing 
definitely; he is erratic and undisciplined; 
his mind is jerky and discontinuous; he 
loses his power of concentration; he becomes 
diugipated; he eats and sleeps at irregular 
hours; he uses cigagets, coffee, whisky, and 
cocaine; he lies, swears, and cheats; he is 
exposed at the age of 10 to vices which usu- 
ally just fail to wreck the ordinary youth 
who is exposed to them at the age of 20; he 
sees, and hears, and learns all the wicked- 
ness of a downtown district at a period of 
his life when he has neither the physical nor 
the moral development for resistance: in 
short, he is a forced prodact, with all that 
charm of precocity and all that prospect of 
collapse which forced products always have. 

Let New York be congratulated, there- 
fore, thai if. now has.a newsbey law. The 
terms of this law are not so rigid as those of 
the Liverpool law, but they are rigid enough 
to do much good. They are mainly these: 

No boys under 10 shall sell papers under 
any circumstances. No boys under 14 shal! 
sell papers after 10 o'clock at night. Every 
boy between 10 and 14 who sells papers 
shall havea Uicense and a badge from the 
board of education,

- “HIGH POLITICS.” . 

The Macedonian situation is a labyrinth 
reeking with blood. There may be a clew 
which, if carefully followed, will show the 
way out. But the clew has not yet been 
found. The Turk remains in Europe by 
reason of a political equilibriug due to the 


stands in the middle, beset on every side by 
hostile pressure. But the pressure from one 
side is nullified by that from an opposing 
side. The fact that the Turk has so many 
enemies is his greatest safeguard. 
had fewer enemies, but the few opposed him 
from one direction, his downfall -would be 
speedy. The Turk cleverly stands in the 
exact middle of the balance of power, and 
whenever he sees the scales tilting too far 
in one direction he throws bis own by no 
means inconsiderable weight tlie other way. 
Thus the great powers that would like to 
drive the Turk out of Europe because they 
are European, civilized, aud . Christian, 
while he is Asiatic, uncivilized, and Moham- 


> medan, constantly checkmate each other. 


Alternative solutions to the absorption of 
what is left of European Turkey by the 
great powers present themselves: “Mace- 
douia might become an independent state. 
But there is no Macedonian people. The in- 
habitants of Macedonia are Albanians, 
Serbs, Greeks, Bulgarians,, Roumanians, 
Jews, and Turks, who hate each other far 
worse than they hate the Turks. They 
would sdon perpetrate a history compared 
to which the history of Central American 
republics would-be an Arcadian idyl of 


‘peace. 


To forbid the great powers to absorb Ma- 
cedonia and to turn it over to the little 
Balkan states instead would be absurd, for 
in that contingency not only would the hew 
strip be put under an alien rule without its 
consent but it would not receive in return 
therefor the compensatory advantages of 
peace and security. Furthermore; the same 
jealousies which have vetoed a peaceable 
apportionment of. the region among the 
great powers forbid it among the puny ones. 
In the words of an Buglish writer: “A 
greater Bulgaria or-a greater Greece is 
ruled out of court by the character of little 
Bulgaria and the esurient Greeklings, while 
Servian aspirations were adjourned sine die 
last June.” 

There remains the status quo. 
status "quo seems apt to remain for some 
time. The sultan has promised Russia and 
Austria to institute reforms. 
allowed to suppress the revolt in his domin- 
ions in his own way if he can. After the 
suppression he will give the world another 
proof, if that be needed, that he cannot 
govern well if he would aud would not if he 
could. 

The preservation of the status quo means 
slaughter, rapine, and burnings for both the 
Mussulman and Christian inhabitants of 
European Turkey. Any alternative to the 
status quo has apparently insurmountable 
diplomatic objections. But merely from the 
standpoint of humanity, leaving aside high 
politics, almost any alternative would be 
preferable to the status quo. 


MURDERED IN COLD BLOOD. 
The ordinary robber does not wish to 


‘stain his hands with blood and commit two 


crimes. He gives his victim a chance for 
his life if he will only throW’ up his hands 
men who 
murdered the employés of the City railway 
company early Sunday morning shot first, 
without notice, to protect themselves 
against auy possibility of resistance. The 
crime was a deliberate, atrocious one. It is 
the impression of the. police that the men 
who committed it are Pontiac graduates. 
That is not unlikely. Young criminals are 
fully as savage and bloodthirsty as older 
ones, and often more so, and, having less ex- 
perience, are more reckless. The older 
criminal does not hesitate to kill when he 
thinks he will be caught if he does not. The 


| younger one often is ready to kill at any 


time and under almost any circumstances. 

The police may have little to work on as 
yet. They may have to begin by resorting 
to dragnet methods, arresting all the sus- 
picious characters they know of and ques- 
tioning them as to their whereabouts 
early yesterday morning. If the police 
have no definite information now they will 
have soon. Before long they will get hints 
which will put them on the track of the 
murderers. Some lesser criminal will sus- 
pect them and inform on them. 

The perpetrators of Sunday’s crime got 


young criminals. It will set many to search- 
ing for opportunities to enrich themselves 
by murder and robbery. There should be 
more precautions against reckless offend- 
ers. The City railway company did not 
take enough. It put its employés in a wire 
eage which protected neither them nor the 
company’s money. They should have been 
put where it was impossible for criminals 
to get at them with ease and shoot them 
down. Money and the men who handle it 
cannot be too safely guarded in a city where 
there are so mauy desperate criminals who 
are ready to kill in order to get a few dollars. 


' “PROHIBITED AREAS.” 

If the report of the British alien immigra- 
tion commission is followed there will be a 

epartment of immigration. This depart- 
ment will supervise immigration and will 
attempt to exclude the bad alien and the 
pauper alien.

ING PETER has made a direct anneal 

o Pe ident Roosevelt and to King 
to restore G@iplomatic rela- 

tions between their respective govern~ 

ments and that of Servia, and I under- 

stand that his application has met with 
favorable consideration, and tpat United 
States Minister Jackson andthe British en- 
voy, Sir George Bonham, will shortly arrive 


at Belgrade: for the .purpose.of presenting | 


their letters of credence to-King Peter, thus 
restoring those diplomatic’ relations which 
were hroken off at the time of the murder of 
‘King Alexander and Queen Draga. 

The United States and British governments 
seem to have come to the conclusion that 
Peter personally was innocent of all responsi- 

meiuty for the assassination of his predecessor, 
d that, inasmuch as he is doing his best 
- endow Servia with a respectable govern- 
ment,, it impolitic to increase the serious 
difficulties that confront him by subjecting 
him to the indignity of refusing to maintain 
diplomatic relations with his court.. All the 
other powers have resumed diplomatic rela- 
tions with Servia, and the United States and 
England are the only two that have held back 
untilnow. True, King Peter has not yet pun- 
ished the murderers of King Alexander, nor 
has he even eliminated them from his coun- 
-ells.. But it is taken for granted that he will 
do this as soon as his hands have been suffi- 
‘eiently strengthened to of his taking 
any such action. 


“Meanwhile the German sas pen and 
‘Russian emperors, while manifesting the 
utmost consideration and regard for King 
Peter personally, have indicated their senti- 
ments with regard to the Servian army by 
forbidding the officers of their own military 
forces’ to hold any kind of intercourse, offi- 
cial or social, with Servian officers, and by 
declining to permit Servian military officers 
to. appear anywhere in their dominions in 
‘uniform. Indeed,/Servian army officers are 
subjected at the present moment to the most 
severe ostracism by the officers of the other 
‘European armies, who decline to regard 
them any longer as comrades, as possessed 
‘of the proper sense of military honor, or as 
fit associates. 


Not only is King Peter face to face with an 
empty national treasury but he has no re- 
sources of his own left, and for the last three 
weeks one of his emissaries has been vain- 
ly endeavoring at Vienna, Buda-Pesth, Paris, 
Berlin, and London to raise funds ou 
the strength of acceptances bearing the 
signature of the Servian monarch. Every- 
where King Peter's representative meets 
with the same response—namely: that the 
Servian fhrone is too insecure to admit of 
the signature of its occupant being consid- 
ered as a valid neuen 


Old Admiral Bogle sed the British navy, 


whose death has just taken place in Italy, 
enjoyed the unusual distinction of receiv- 
ing while still a mere midshipman the thanks 
of the United States government for his 
plucky rescue of an American brig from 
the hands of pirates at.the mouth of the 
Congo river on the west coast of Africa. 
That was a little over fifty years ago, and 
he was rewarded by his own government 
with promotion with the rank of sublieu- 
tenant. He was in command of the big cut+ 
ter belonging to the British cruiser stationed 
on the west coast, and, although a mere boy, 
carried out the rescue with a skill and pluck 
worthy of Marryat’s hero. Indeed, the en- 
tire naval career of this gallant old officer, so 
full of stirring incidents, reads like a ‘Mar- 
ryat novel. 
~ 

Germany’g future emperor has made his 
début on the turf, and his racing stable has 
carried off a victory in two of the chief events 
at the great military steeplechase meeting, 
which took place the other day at Doeberitz. 
The crown prince, who likewise gave two 
valuable cups to be run for at the meeting, 
has registered his-racing colors and has an- 
nounced his intention of entering horses for 
several of the nonmilitary flat races. He 
has already collected what is regarded by 
experts as quite a promising string of horses, 
and has his father’s full approval and sup- 
port in his creation of a racing stable. 

The emperor, however, would not permit 
him to carry out his intention of riding his 
own horses at the steeplechase at Doeberitz 
the other day. In fact, the only heir appar- 
ent whom I have ever known to don the silk 
shirt and cap of a gentleman rider in a 
steeplechase carrying his horse to victory 
was the late duke of Clarence, eldest son of 
King Edward. Prince Eddie was a shy, 
neryous, and delicate looking lad, whose 
appearance did not corfvey the impression | 
that he was in any sense of the word a sports- 
man. And yet he was passionately fond of 
horses, a splendid rider, and absolutely fear- 
less’ when in the saddle. 

Young King Alfonso, in deference to the 
advice of his premier, Sefior Villaverde, has 
issued a proclamation of amnesty, granting 
a royal pardon to all. those serving terms of 
imprisonment or awaiting trial for offenses 
in connection with the labor strikes and labor 
disturbances that have taken place during 
the last eighteen months—that is to say, 
since he attained his majority. This act of 
clemency, however, does not extend to those 
guilty of homicide, arson, and robbery. Di- 
rections have likewise been given to quash 
and abandon all criminal proceedings now 
pending in the Spanish courts in connection 
with labor disturbances, and it is evident that 
an endeavor is being made by the present 
cabinet to propitiate = labor element. 


The present aiieatatatration is a conserva- 
tive one. But it represents the most liberal 
branch of the conservatives and is entitled 
to the consideration of all true friends and 
well wishers of Spain, by reason of the fact 
that the statesmen composing it are those 
who severed themselves from the former 
Cilvela conservative government, in conse- 
quence of its refusal to introduce any of the 
long promised economies and administrative 
reforms. 

Sefior Villaverde represents the party that is 
committed to a policy of severe retrenchment, 
to a reduction of taxation, and toa balancing 
of the budget. This, of course, has antago- 
nized the army, the church, whose fiscal im- 

munities it is proposed to reduce, afid the gov- 
ernment officials, as those of the latter who 
are superfluous are in danger of dismissal. 
The merchant and industrial classes, how- 
ever, are favorably disposed towards the new 
premier, and the royal proclamation of am- 
nesty just issued ig likely to win for him the 
good will of the labor element. 

\ 

The provincial governors have, however, 
been informed by the premier that nothing 
in the royal proclamation Is to be construed 
iu the light of indulgence towards the an- 
archists, increased severity against whom is 
directed, and the governors are further in- 
structed to expell from the kingdom without 
hesitation all foreigners suspected of an- 
archist leanings, and who have not obtained 
from the local authorithes that “‘ permis de 
sejour”’ with which every alien living in 
Spain ts required to provide himself. 

I may add that the prime minister has is- 
sued a peremptory and sharply worded de- 
_nial of the stories recently circulated by the 
revolutionary: and Carlist press in Spain to 
the effect that the young king Is afflicted with 
tuberculosis of the lungs fn an advanced de- 
gree and is about to undergo a prolonged 
term of treatment In a sanitarium for con- 
sumptives. The premier threatens drastic 
punishment for all newspapers circulating 
lies of this character, and in the case of their 
being circulated, in foreign newspapers, the 
representatives of the latter at Madrid 
be expelled by the police from Spain.

Colorado Springs Mining Notes.

Wholesale Lines Active. 


General] trade conditions, as reported by 
leading wholesale distributers and dealers, 
have shown material improvement within 
the last week. The improvement has been 
more in the direction of a quickening of in- 
quiry and general fall revival of activity on 
the part of intending buYers than in the ac- 
tua] gain in business closed. Nevertheless 
the increase in actual business has been en-. 
couraging all along the line, no important 
branch being entirely free from it. In the 
general merchandise. branches the attend- 
ance of visiting retail dealers bas been in- 
creasing steadily and purchases gaining in 
the same ratio. 

Dealers in paints and oils report the clos- 
ing of.the most prosperous summer seagon 
that’ they have ever experienced and they 
are looking forward to an equally good show- 
ing for the fall trade. The latter predictions 
are based on the orders that are already 


pouring from the road salesinen. These 


promise to keep the paint grinders busy until 
the beginning of the time for preparing for 
spring business. 

Inquiries that have been coming in to local, 
wholesale lumber dealers indicate there is a 
sharp increase ahead, probably @ating from 
about the close of vacation time or the open- 
ing week in September. In fact, the last 
week has shown a fair increase in trade over 
the rather moderate volume previously pre- 
vailing. The tone of the letters from re- 
tailers indicates a better crop outlook gen- 
erally in the corn states and a little fear re- 
garding car shortage to delay late shipments 
of lumber. In fact, this shortage is already 
apparent in the shipping of yellow pine from 
the southern mills. Prices are firm fer north- 
ern pine lumber. and nareweods end steadier 
for southern pine. 


Storage of Coal, 

Coal men are still trying to form an esti- 
mate upon the force of the storage movement 
which has been in progress for a month or 
two and which is still the leading part of the 
present trade. Perhaps never before has the 
storage of coal been carried omso extensively: 
as this‘summer. The coal sellers are begin-: 
ning to inquire @mong themselves whether

with the usual volume of trade. Of course, it 
is impossible for any considerable portion 
of the total winter's consumption to be accu- 
mulated in midsummer, but, looking at the

- Look for Cheaper Pig Iron. 

In its weekly review of the iron and steel 
trades the Iron and Machinery World says: 

“ Western foundrymen have shown no 
greater disposition to contract for pig iron 
in larger quantities or for longer periods 
since the cutin prices last week thanthey did 
prior to that announcement. The only effect 
noticeable is an increase in the number of 
small buyers, the majority of whom have 
bought sufficient iron to cover their require- 
ments thirty to sixty days ahead. The big 
buyers are expecting still lower prices to rule 
before the bottom of the market is reached,

of offerings on the basis of $11.50 and $11.75, 
Birmingham, made by furnaces outside the 
association. 

“ The outlook from the seller’s standpoint, 
however, is decidedly more encouraging, and 
with the commencement of September it is 
believed a healthier and more vigorous buy- 
ing movement willsetin. The buying of steel 
bars continues active, inquiries aggregating 
20,000 tons having been received by one pro- 
ducer during the week under review. Many 
rumors are afloat regarding the order for 
steel bars of the leading agricultural imple- 
ment manufacturer, which reports put at 
40,000 to 50,000 tons. It cannot be learned 
definitely that this has been placed, parties 
who ought to know varying in their state- 
ments. 

“ Bar iron is weak and selling only in small 
lots. Much competition exists for the busi- 
ness offered, sales of small lots having been 
made at 1.55c Chicago, $1 a ton less than the 
week previous. Railroads continue active 
purchasers of rails and track supplies, and 
there has been a good sized tonnage in plates 
placed with plate mills. Merchant pipe and 
tubes are also active, a contract for 6,000 tons 
of these products having been closed with the 
International Harvester company. Sheets, 
billets. merchant steel, and structural steel 
are quiet. Scrap is also weaker, prices hav-. 
ing been reduced from §1 to $1.50 a ton.”’

Improvement in Corn. 

‘General reports of improvement in” the’ 
corn crop, particularly in the south and the 
southwest, have been the main consideration 
in that market, and prices have tended lower 
in spite of occasional reactions, either on | 
a good shipping demand developing on the 
breaks, which has taken corn out faster 
than it has been coming in, or on heavy 
rains through the west, with the threat of 
cooler temperatures, which have caused 
some uneasiness on the part of shorts. But 
the rains probably have done more good 
than harm, as they have been liberal in those 
sections of Ohio and Indiana where there had 
been some complaint of drought. As the 
precipitation ran from two inches to eight 
or ten inches, there is not likely to be another 
drought scare on this crop. The theory is 
still held by some with more or less confi- 
dence thdt the crop is:so backward it will 
be impossible to secure better than three- 
fourths of an average yield, even without 
early frosts, and that this prospect would 
be cut down with frosts in September. The 
danger of frost and of serious damage from 
that cause is kept in mind, but when the 
weather is warm this danger seems remote 
and has not been much of a bar to liquidation 
or short selling. 


Firmness in Oats. 


Oats have kept firm in spite of continued 
heavy ‘selling by the leading local long in- 
terest. This selMng has been really the main 
factor in the market, and has been of such 
volume as to indicate either that the line 
was much larger than generally supposed or 
that the holders have got over on the short 
side of the market. .The pit has an idea 
the Howe selling has aggregated fully 8,000,- 
000 bu.

He spoke yesterday from the pulpit of All 
Souls’ church, giving a review of the work 
of the general assembly, and In conclusion 
telling what the Legislative Voters’ league, 
the Municipal Voters’ league, and the Citl- 
gens’ association are doing for reform. 

- In opening Mr. King repeated the story of 
how the civ!! service bill was killed by refer- 
ence to hostile committees and by loading it 
down with impossible amendments. The 
Jocal option bill’s similar fate was then de- 


acribed. 
Easier for Blackmeiling Bills. 


* But compare the fate of the civil service 
and local option bills with the fate of some 
pf the well known blackmailing measures,” 
continued the speaker. “ They met none of 
the obstacles so easily placed in the way of 
proad, constructive legislation. The victims 
pf such bills are surface, elevated, and steam 
yaliroads, insurance, text book, trust, gas, 

express, and baking powder companies, 
liquor dealers and distilleries, foreign corpo- 
Yations, banks, department stores, 

“On their face they proposed to correct 
gome evil, abolish some illegal pursuit, or 
remove some oppression by corporations, 
Public sentiment ts seized upon to bring 
down ‘protection money.” And year after 
year these bills do not pass, and seldom 
reach a roll call. No one except their spon- 
sors displays much interest in them. 


Committees High Handed. 


“ Most such bills were sent to the commit- 
tees on municipal corporations, corporations, 
railroads, and license, and halted therein the 
expectation of being put to sleep. The pro- 
ceedings of these committees were concucted 
without regard to parliamentary rules or a 
pense of fc'r play. In these committees hold- 
up measures were killed, postponed, or re- 
ported out to suit the convenience of their 
sponsors. When sent t» the house, through 
the cowardice or friendli: ess of a complacent 
speaker, they. were juggied on the floor to 
positions of vantage that were intended to 
scare the financial interests affected. Yet in 
the few instances when such bills came toa 
final vote they were killed promptly by the 
bonest majority.” 


5 Course of Telegraph Bill. 


As 
the telegraph bill as follows: 


“It was entitled a ‘ bill for an act to pre- i 


vent telegraph and telephone lines being 
used to promote gamb!ing.’ A more lucid 
tifle would have been ‘a bill to reduce the 
revenue of telegraph companies by prohibit- 
ing them from communicating dispatches to 
bucket shops: and poolrooms.’ 

“ Every one knew the passage of the bill 
would not affect poolrooms or bucket shops, 
for the reason that they could get their dis- 
patches from outside thestate. The bill was 
greeted with a smile of recognition, for under 


—~ wartous other titles the télegraph ccmpanies 


had appeared in bills as victims with some 
reguiarity from year to year. 

“In committee the agent of the Western 
Union clearly explained the futility of at- 
tempting to stop gambling by such indirect 
means. The police can stop such things in 
¢wenty-four hours under present laws. 


Drunken Committeeman Ignored. 


“One member of the committee was drunk. 
He wanted to postpone consideration so he 
could study. the bill. No attention was paid 
to him.. The bill was Voted out almost unani- 
mously. .The drunken «member and one de- 
cent menpber opposed it. It was read a first 
time in the house. made a special order for 
second reading, read a second time, and sent 
to third reading in eight days. A motion to 
refer it to the judiciary committee, a decent 
committee, was defeated. A clear majority 
of the house, while not particularly inter- 


ested in the bill, clearly did not favorit. For 


over a month this bill held a threatening 
position on the calendar. 

“It was finally defeated because honest 
members had no faith in the motives of its 
sponsors.”’ 

Notwithstanding all this, Mr. King said, 
the legislature included in its membership 
many good men and some of great ability 
and thorough independence.

| PRIEST DIES IN LA GRANGE. 


The Rev. James M. Hagan of 8t. Francis 
Xavier's Roman Catholic church in La 
Grange died at his eenyneney yesterday morn- 
ing. 

Father Hagan was born in Missouri on Nov. 
12, 1853, and received his education” at 
Georgetown college and at the University 
of Innsbruck, Tyrol, Austria. He was or- 
dained on July 4, 1880, by Bishop Leiss of 
Blixen, and then entered the diocese of Chi- 
cago. Father Hagan served one year as as- 
sistant at the Church of the Nativity, Thirty- 
seventh and Halsted streets, when he was 
transferred to St. Columbkill’s church, Pau- 
lina street and Grand avenue. In 1885 he be- 
came pastor of St. Mary's church, Maple 
Park, Ill., and in 1889 he was appointed to a 
pastorate in La Grange, where he estab- 
lished and built the Church of St. Francis 
Xavier. Father Hagan was a noted temper- 
ance lecturer,-and one of the best known 
clergymen in the diocese of Chicago. 

The funeral will be held tomorrow morn- 
ing from the late residence. Burial will bein 
Mount Carmel. A solemn pontifical mass of 
requiem will be celebrated at 10 o'clock to- 
morrow by Archbishop Quigley. 

Father Hagan’s resemblance to William 
Jennings Bryan often caused him to be mis- 
taken for the Nebraskan.
